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POLLUTION  OF  THE  RIVER  CYNON. 

Further  to  my  remarks  in  the  1949  Annual  Report,  there  has  undoubtedly 
been  a great  improvement  in  the  state  of  the  River  Cynon,  the  most  notable 
feature,  perhaps,  being  the  absence  of  black  silt  in  the  major  part  of  the 
river’s  course  through  the  district.  A good  deal  yet  remains  to  be  done, 
but  I feel  sure  that  within  a reasonable  short  space  of  time,  all  major  pollutions 
at  any  rate,  will  have  disappeared  from  the  river,  due  very  largely  to  the 
help  and  willing  co-operation  of  the  Officials  of  all  the  organisations  con- 
cerned. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ENTRANTS  TO  THE  COUNCIL  SERVICE 

Sixty-eight  persons  have  been  medically  examined  during  the  year, 
involving  77  examinations  and  medical  reports.  The  examinations  were 
chiefly  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council’s  Superannuation  Scheme  and  appli- 
cations for  Breakdown  Pensions. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  three  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  situated  at  the  Public 
Park  Trecynon,  the  Rock  Grounds,  Aberdare,  and  Michael’s  Field  Recre- 
ation Ground,  Aberaman. 

The  capacity  of  the  Park  Baths  being  77,927  gallons.

All  are  provided  with  up-to-date  plant  for  the  filtration,  chlorination 
and  aeration  of  the  water.  Periodical  tests  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  waters  are  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
the  results  on  the  whole  were  satisfactory. 


CINEMAS. 

A report  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the  survey 
made  in  October,  1950,  on  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  all  Cinemas  of  the 
area.  As  a result,  various  recommendations  were  made  to  the  Managements 
concerned,  and,  also,  an  appeal  to  the  Public  relating  to  the  misuse  of  the 


convemen  ces. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919,  INFESTATION  ORDER, 

1943,  AND  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949- 

During  the  year,  work  on  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  was  continued 
under  the  N.S.  21  Scheme,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
(Infestation  Division),  Four  Rodent  Operators  are  employed  full  time  by  the 
Council. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  tenants  of  dwelling-houses,  as  well  as  occupiers 
and  owners  of  business  premises  are  much  more  ready  to  come  forward  to 
report  the  presence  of  rats  on  their  premises  and  are  co-operating  fully  with 
the  local  authority  in  our  endeavour  to  keep  infestation  of  rats  and  mice  under 
control. 


The  Operators  also  carried  out  two  Maintenance  Treatments  of  the  Sewers 
in  the  area  during  the  year.  The  second  treatment  was  carried  out  with 
complete  change  of  bait  and  poison,  and  working  on  the  formula  of  the 
Ministry  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  n,  210  rats  killed  during  the  two 
treatments.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

Sixteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  district  for  examination  of 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  two  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  a cow  that  showed  a 
positive  biological  return,  and  the  cow,  was,  accordingly  seized  for  slaughter 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938.  At  the  subsequent  post-mortem  ex- 
amination, the  carcase  was  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

I desire  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Divisional  Inspector,  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Division  56,  for  his  co-operation  during  the  year 
and  in  particular  in  relation  to  the  above  case. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949- 

One  Certificate  of  Registration  as  “Distributor  of  Milk  under  the 
above-mentioned  regulations  was  issued. 

There  are  27  producers  and  25  producer-retailers  of  milk  on  the  Register. 
Of  these,  7 are  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and  4 Accredited  Milk- 
In  addition,  there  are  25  retailers  of  milk  in  the  district. 
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ICECREAM. 


A report  was  made  to  the  Council  on  Paragraph  5 of  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947,  submitting  a standard  for  vehicles 
used  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream. 


The  standards  as  submitted  in  the  report  were  accepted  by  the  Council, 
and  a circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  retailers  of  Ice  Cream  from  vehicles. 
The  provisions  as  set  out  in  the  circular  included  washing  facilities,  protection 
of  ice  cream  and  cleanliness  of  the  vehicle.  The  retailers  were  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  following  upon  the  written  provisions  and  emphasis  laid 
on  the  necessity  of  such  standards. 


Later  during  the  year  a general  survey  of  vehicles,  premises  and  equipment 
of  all  Ice  Cream  Manufacturers  and  Retailers  in  the  area  was  made  by  the 
Sanitary  inspectors,  and  I am  glad  to  report,  that,  on  the  whole,  the  position 
is  reasonably  satisfactory.  Without  exception,  the  establishments  have 
maintained  the  basic  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  necessary 
for  registration,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  is  an  increasing 
number  of  premises,  which  includes  all  large  scale  manufacturers  in  the  area, 
which  have  achieved  a most  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene. 


I am  glad  to  report  also,  that  following  the  circular  letter  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,  all  vehicles  in  the  area,  now  conform  to  our  standards 
as  laid  down  in  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947. 

There  were  registered  in  the  area  52  Retailers  of  Ice  Cream  and  16 
Manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream. 


I would  like  to  state,  that  the  present  encouraging  position  is  in  no  small 
measure  due  to  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  reflects  considerable 
credit  upon  them.
